British -Government’s . War: Plans_ Completed _ 


Rationing Possible 
But No Queues | 


The British Government’s vast scheme to en- 
sure adequate supplies of food for the civil popula- 
_ tion and the armed forces in case of war or grave 
crisis has been completed. 


It has been in preparation for more than five 
years and has involved confidential arrangements 
with the Dominion and other Governments: ship- 
ping interests and food exporters throughout the 
world, and all importers of food and provender for 
the livestock, 


The aim has been to avoid risk of sacs: to 
regulate prices, to avoid “focd queues” - and to 
provide for rationing if necessary. — 


Main points of the scheme were 
disclosed by Sir Henry French, 
Director of the Food Defence Plans 
Department of the Board of Trade 
in a White Paper detailing what 
the department has: accomplished 
during the past year. 

ACTION IN. FEW HOURS 

They are as follows: 
Arrangements have been made 

whereby normal trading would 

‘cease within a few hours and 

war-time control be brought into 

operation: under one Food Con- 
troller.

MORE HOME FOOD — : 

About a quarter of the nation’s 
annual sugar requirements are now 
produced from home-grown’ sugar 
beet. Thus the outbreak of war 
could not cause so serious a situa- 
tion in sugar supplies as developed 
in 1914. All sugar stocks would be 
requisitioned, including sugar 
afloat destined for the United King- 
dom. 

Foods of such nutritional value 
as milk, eggs and vegetables are 
now: largely produced on our own 
farms, In. value, as distinct from 
bulk, half the nation’ 3 food is home- 
produced.
